The 
Presideut s note is very brief, only four 
lines in length, and simply states that 
iT'.BYe puulic ‘ in. ..derations constrain him 
to request Mr. Stanton s resignation Mr. 
Stanton s answer is also very orief, aud 
intended to !>e severe and cutting. It is 
not decided what step Mr. Johnson will 
next take, tint I think he wiil notify Mr. 
Ntanton he is no longer Secretary o) War. 
and must vacate tortbwith. 

After the adjournment u.' the Cabinet 
meeiingthe President was closeted with 
his secretaries until lit o’clock to-night 
It is supposed it bad reieteuce to the 
Stanton imbroglio 

The subject of Stanton's removal has 
been the absorb! nc topic of conversation 
to-day in every circle, and there has been 
much speculation to learn what will trans- 
pire. Among pi .tiinent a.iicials it seems 
to lie the general opinion that the Presi- 
dent has power to remove Mr. Stanton un- 
der tbe provisions of the first section of 
the teuurc of office bill. Stanton kept 
himself almost completely shut up in his 
private office to-day 

it is saidfihat Secretarygieward is not 
altogether in avor o! the Pre-ident’s ac- 
tion in this mauer. aud that he and Thiir- 
low Weed are about to strive to save 
Stanton s head again. 

A year ago. when there was serious 
thought of removing Stanton. Weed and 
Haymond s influence, coupied with Sew 
aril s entreaties, induced the President to 
abandon the idea. It is now said by the 
friends of the President that Stauton g 
offenses amount to a deliberate system of 
thwarting the President, obstructing his 
policy in every way. and insulting him re- 
peatedly in his official intercourse. 
The President, it is clsimed, has deter- 
mined him to tolerate this no longer, and 
be has put bis foot down firmly. 

The Jribiine g special says that under 
tbe civil tenure of office bill Mr. Johnson 
does not feel fully satisfied that he can 
remove Stanton, hi cause of the phrase- 
ology quoted here i shall hold their offices 
respeciivaly during the term of office of 
the President by whom they have been 
appoint' d But he feels satisfied he cau 
suspend Stunton and prohibit him from 
exercising tbe duties ot War Minister. 

1 his latter poiut was submitted to the 
Ca'.iueL They agreed the President 
could so suspend. Mr Johnson will, 
therefore, in a day or two, notify Mr. 
Stantou that he will not hold any further 
official relations with him. aud that he 
cannot be admitted to Cabinet meetings 

The Times special say s General Grant 
publicly expressed his opinion to-day 
that Gen. Sheridan would nut be remov- 
ed. An evening orgau of tbe adminis- 
tration prints an editorial to-night advis- 
ing the President against the issue of an 
order to that effect. It is probable, how- 
ever, that neither of tLese statements 
1 were made after a consultation with 
the President, as it is known he still per- 
j siets in his intention to remove Sheridan.

It is deemed important to meet these 
Indians at the earliest day possible, but 
as they only assemble in council during 
full moon, the meeting cannot take place 
I until early in September, as tbe next full 
I moon will be in seven days, which will not 
give the Commissioners time to commu- 
nicate with the different tribes.

Taylor. Gen. Sanborn, Col. Tappan, Gen. 
Sbermati, Gen. Harney, and Senator Hen- 
deraon.

Ihe Tribune publishes Butler s report , 
aa Commissioner of F.xclianges during a 
portion of the rebellion, from which it ap- 
pears that in December, 18(73. he found 
the Confederate Generals anxious to ex- ^ 
change man for man, but the Confederate i 
government refused to trent with Gen. 
Butler, on the ground that he commanded 
negro troops. Notification to that effect 
was sent to our government. This state 
of affairs centinued till March, ls'il, when 
Butler had an interview with Ould, and 
convinced him that retaliation would 
compel the rebels to abandon their re- , 
fusal to exc hange colored soldiers. 

The Government was informed of these 
facts, and referred the matter to Gen. 
Grant, who. in April, directed Butler to 1 
decline until otherwise ordered all further [ 
negotiations, and shortly after instructed 
him to consider tlie determination ot the 
rebels to make a distinction between 
white and colored prisoners as a refusal J 
on their part to agree to a furl her exchange. [ 
Butler was also instructed to receive! all 
the sick and wounded rebels they would 
give up, but to send no more in exchange. 
In August the rebels offered to renew the 
exchange, man (or man. Gen. Grant 
then telegraphed tlie following important 
order: 

It is hard on our men lo l l in Southern ; 
prisons not to exchange them, but it is 
humanity to those left in the ranks to 
fight our battles. Every man released on 
purole or otherwise becomes an active 
soldier again at once, directly or indi- 
reitly. If we commence a system of e.v 
change which liberates all prisoners 
taken we will h..ve to fight on until the 
South is exterminated. It we hold those 
caught they amount to no more than dead 
men. At this particular time, to releire 
all the rebel prisoners North would insure 
Sherman a dete .t, and would compromise 
on r safety here.

People who ride in street cars should 
always refrain from pulling the bell ropes 
when they desire to have the car stopped, 
no matter if they cannot possibly attract 
the attention of the conductor, and should 
ride a square or two past their destination. 
This pulling of the bell is one of the con- 
ductor's delighted prerogatives— he don't 
have many — and it gives him generally 
such intense pain to have this right in- 
vaded by a passenger, that he should not 
be disturbed in tbe exercise of it. In some 
instances this pain causes a erv of anger 
against the inflictor of it. When this is 
the case, though, the withered offender is 
sure to resolve never again to pull tlie 
bell, even though the city be compassed in 
his ride. It is to be hoped that all who 
have not already learned by experience 
the terrors of that bell-pull will profit hy 
t Hi s caution and never do the imprudent 
thing. 

— Daniel O Connell once 
saved a cow thief from hanging, though 
the fellow was condemned to transporta- 
tson. He afterwards returned to Ireland, 
and made himself known to O'Connell, 
and in requital for his services as counsel’ 
he said he would impart a valuable secret. 
“If your honor wants to steal a cow go ou 
a dark, rainy night, ami take a cow that 
stands out in the field, and sure ye 11 get a 
good oue The weakly ones, yer honor, 
a'wavs shelter under tlie hedge if the 
weather is bad.'

1 he Pennsylvania “Lockout. Strange 
■tnl unreasonable as were the eight hour 
strikes in the West, nothing has happened 
that so completely shows the folly of the 
principle of strikes as the great "Lock- 
out, as it is called, just closed in the iron 
regions of Pennsylvania. In December, 
U'lifi, now nearly eight months ago. the 
price of iron had fallen so much that the 
propiietors ol the roiling mills notified 
tit* n poddlers that they would 
not be able to pay them nine dol- 
lars per ton, as heretofore. The pttddlers 
struck work, the number growing trom 
one mill to another until Toil of them were 
in voluntary idleness, which forced the 
stoppage of many mill- and the throwing 
out ot employment of about 3,000 men, 
miners, ntolders, and various kinds of 
laboreis dependent on the pudaE-rs for 
work Liually, after eight months of 
idle defiance, they have made a “coin 
promise” with the proprietors, by which, 
from the 1st to the 17th of August, thev 
arc to receive #:• per ton, and after that 
there will be u reduction iu wages propot- 
tiunute to the price of iron. 

1 hat is to say, they have lost 
their seven months and a half, and gained 
absolutely nothing. And, although some 
2.1 00 were taken into employment about 
the 1st of April, the aggregate of wages 
that wouhl have been paid to all iho.-e 
who have beeu unemployed at the verj - j 
low average of £3 per day, is #2,8'.*2,000 — 
nearly three millions of dollars thrown 1 
away and nothing to show for it — nothing, 
lieiause the “compromise’ is simply a 
wird-plaster upon the wounded false 
pride of the Iron Workers Association. 
In the ‘ great sttuggle between capital 
and labor,” labor must find more skillful 
strategy, or the battle will invariably go 
tiguiiist it.

THF DISCOVERY OF AMERICA. 



jtm.N i ARon kxpkdition. 

The first discovery of the northern part 
of this continent has been shrouded in 
mystery much more profound than the 
accounts of the discovery of the West In- 
dies, of Mexico, or ot South America. The 
discovery of Yinlaud brings forward the 
most ctirions questions, which will always 
he asked and wiil never be answered, us to 
the geography of the discoveries made by 
those Norse seamen, of whom the history 
lay so long concealed in the Icelandic lit 
eruture. Later down than that series of 
adventures, it seMns certain that the Bis- 
cayan fishermen were taking cod on the 
Grand Banks before Columbus sailed for 
the Indies. If we may believe the Bisca- j 
ymu writers of our own time, they were 
there long before Unfort mutely no con 
temporary accounts have been produced 
relating to these voyages sufficiently ac- 
curate to fix their character, and although 
it is easy to conjecture that fishermen on 
the Grand Banks mast have known of the 
lands west ot them, the French authors 
have thus far tailed to produce any evi- 
dence that they did. 

To John Cabot theu, and his son Sebas- 
tian. still belongs the honor of ’lie redis 
coverv ot North America, and the fixing 
by .-nth accurate observations the point 
discovered, that, when they wanted, they 
ci ii id find it iigaiu. On this discovery of 
iheirs, indeed, turned the English claim o 
possession here, which resulted in the se. 
t.r-ment of ihe I’nited Sta’es, and the con- 
quest ol Canada. Y et, if at any moment. 
England had been called upon to verity 
these discoveries from papers inherown 
, atcbiies, her statesmen would have found 
it hard to prove that the Cabots even sail 
td. Certain charters were given them, 

, hut of what they did under those charters 
no trace has been found in tbe English 
aiate-pnpers which has ’hrown any dis- 
tinct light on history 

It has happened, therefore, that the voy- 
ages of the Cabot- have furnished one of 
ttie vexed questions of American history. 
Whether there were two Cabots or only 
one Cabot, has been one questiou. High 
authorities have argued that John C-bot. 
the supposed father of Sebastian, never 
crusstii the ocean. Whether the first voy- 
age was in 1 137 or It’ 1 * — whether the so- 
called first two voyages were in fact two 
or one — and many other similar iuquiries 
have been largely discussed among the an- 
tiquarians. 

j Recent studies by various explorers iu 
j the Italian and Spanish chronicles have 
1 thrown much light ou these questions, and 
we have now a curious study by Mr. 
Deane, of a great map of the world by Se- 
bastian Cabot, which does more to clear 
up their intricacies. Mr. Deane, in pre- 
senting a copy of this map to the Anti- 
quarian Society, explaiued its historical 
valio — aid went beyond the points imme- 
diately illustrated in it, to discuss and to 
decide some of the curious questions at 
‘ i-!\ie. His paper ia now printed by the 
societT- 

While expressing the interests which 
1 all students of history will take in this 
paper and in the discussions which ac- 
company it, we must not attempt here to 
lead our readers into the details, which 
are, iudeed, explained in Mr. Deane s pa 
per as tersely a* possible. We cannot 
abridge his distinct statements. The 
points of interest to general readers, now 
! made certaiu, are the following, which we 
advise our readers to note on tlie mar- 
gins of their maps and cyclopu*lias. 

First, the first land discovered was not 
Newfoundland as is always stated, nor 
Labrador as Mr. Kiddle thought, but Cape 
' Breton. 

Second, the commander of the expedi- 
tion was John Cabot, whose son Sebastian 
sailed with Lim. 

Third, tl.e successful voyage was made 
; in 1 Ib7. 

Fourth, the lost map, a copy of which 
was in tbe king s gallery at Whitehall is 
no* yet found. The “Mappe Monde. ' by 
Sebastian Cabot, now printed in Paris-is 
a wholly different thing. 

Other details, of interest as a part of 
tbe geographic!! 1 questions of those tinaes. 
are considered in these discussions. Ah 
( students of history are grateful to Mr. 
Deane for the light which he has thrown 
on points which are so fundamental in our 
annals.
